To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Francestown  in  the 
County  of  Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Francestown  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next  at 
ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  OfRcers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
fray town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations 
of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  budget  as  sub- 
mitted by  the  Selectmen  or  make  any  alterations  in  the  same 
and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  finance 
the  same  as  finally  adopted. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  or 
borrow  on  term  notes  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000), 
to  be  used  to  clean  and  paint  the  complete  exterior  of  the  First 
Unitarian  Church,  known  as  the  Old  Meeting  House,  or  take 
any  action  relating  thereto. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($250.00)  to  purchase  and  in- 
stall an  electric  pump  and  pipe  to  supply  water  in  Cemetery  No.

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($250.00)  to  meet  an  unpaid 
balance  of  the  new  heating  system  in  the  Fire  House,  or  take 
any  action  relating  thereto.

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  to  be  placed  in  the  capital 
reserve  fund  for  future  fire  truck  replacement,  or  take  any  action 
relating  thereto.

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1953  and 
December  31,  1954,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.    As  indicated 
therein  the  financial  condition  changed  from  a  Net  Debt  of 
$1,694.61  to  a  Surplus  of  $1,697.13  in  1954.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1954,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As  indicated 
by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net  unexpended  balance 
of  appropriations  of  $853.49,  plus  a  net  revenue  surplus  of 
$1,487.73,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $2,341.22. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures :  (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1954,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uni- 
form classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  E.  Proof 
of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December  31,  1954,  is  indicated 
in  Exhibit  F. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were 
examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were 
compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as 
entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source 
insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  veri- 
fied. Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  recon- 
ciled bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  de- 
pository banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by 
mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the 
Collector's  records.

The  Town  Fire  Wards  hereby  submit  their  report  for  the 
fiscal  year  1954. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  new  "Tanker"  was 
placed  in  commission  and  has  more  than  proved  its  worth  by 
the  service  already  given.  It  is  our  intention  to  modernize  the 
"G.  M.  C.  Tanker"  so  that  it  will  have  equal  efficiency.  We 
believe  that  this  will  be  accomplished  without  need  of  funds 
over  and  above  our  Budget  as  submitted. 

The  old  "White  Pumper"  was  retired  and  sold  and  the  "Dia- 
mond T."  received  a  major  repair  job  on  the  pump. 

The  "Furnace"  has  become  obsolete  and  dangerous  and  the 
State  Fire  Marshal's  Office  has  repeatedly  requested  that  it  be 
replaced  with  a  modern  safe  system.  This  was  done  at  a  moder- 
ate cost,  as  the  report  and  Budget  shows. 

The  Volunteer  Fire  Company,  has  donated  generously  of 
their  funds  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  the  additional  and  unex- 
pected expenses  during  the  year. 

In  submitting  our  Budget  for  1955,  we  have  endeavored  to 
segregate  our  anticipated  expenses  and  costs,  so  that  it  will  no 
longer  be  necessary  to  use  operating  appropriations  for  capital 
repairs  and  improvements  on  the  equipment  and  Fire  Station. 
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The  Volunteer  Fire  Company  intends  to  donate  an  amount 
equal  to  that  voted  by  Town  for  Truck  Replacement  Fund. 

The  total  value  of  buildings  in  which  fires  occurred  was 
$29,000  and  total  loss  on  these  buildings  amounted  to  $13,813.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  THE  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Francestown: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

Instruction 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  the  services  of 
Mr.  Robert  Morgan  and  Miss  Hazel  Clement  for  the  school  year 
1954-55.  One  of  the  most  serious  educational  problems  facing 
small  towns  in  this  age  of  increased  enrollments  and  teacher 
shortages,  is  the  retention  of  teachers  in  a  situation  long  enough 
so  that  the  educational  philosophy  will  have  some  continuity. 
A  good  teaching  climate  and  adequate  salaries  are  two  of  the 
most  important  criteria  for  retention  of  teachers.  It  is  hoped 
that  we  may  continue  to  have  both  of  these  so  that  we  are  not 
constantly  becoming  a  training  ground  for  new  teachers.  The 
work  of  the  school  is  moving  along  efficiently  and  effectively 
and  good  educational  progress  is  being  made.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  Francestown  is  one  of  the  few  towns  that  is  not 
presently  experiencing  an  influx  of  additional  pupils,  swelling 
the  enrollment  of  the  school.  From  the  September  census  of 
1954  it  appears  that  our  school  will  be  smaller  in  1955-56  than 
at  the  present  time  and  the  overcrowdedness  that  we  experi- 
enced in  the  fall  of  1953  is  on  the  wane,  at  least  temporarily. 

Reduced  numbers  in  our  school  means  that  teacher  effective- 
ness will  be  increased,  with  more  time  available  to  spend  with 
individuals  who  need  that  extra  attention  for  them  to  become 
successful. 

The  past  several  years  much  space  has  been  devoted  in  des- 
cribing and  analyzing  the  educational  program.  Basically  it 
has  not  changed  with  the  exception  that  as  our  testing  program 
reveals  certain  areas  that  need  more  attention,  added  emphasis 
and  improved  techniques  are  applied  to  correct  these  weakness- 
es. You  are  fortunate  in  having  teachers  who  are  constantly 
alert  to  the  individual  needs  of  the  children  under  their  tutelage. 

The  music  program  is  again  supervised  and  directed  by  Miss 
Ethelyn  Edwards  who  is  doing  a  very  capable  piece  of  work. 

Our  health  program  is  functioning  effectively  under  the  di- 
rection of  Miss  Sybil  Beatham  and  Dr.  Weiderhold.  It  is  hoped 
that  next  year  the  dental  health  program  can  be  expanded  to 
include  more  pupils  and  more  services.  Matching  funds,  made 
available  through  the  State  Dental  Health  Program,  are  avail- 
able if  they  are  informed  by  May  1,  of  the  amount  you  desire  to 
have  matched,  such  amount  not  to  exceed  $100  under  the 
present  appropriation.  Many  Parent  Teachers  Groups  have 
taken  this  on  as  a  project;  in  other  districts  it  is  financed  by 
school  district  vote. 
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The  School  Lunch  program,  which  has  become  a  very  definite 
part  of  our  educational  program,  is  being  very  effectively  man- 
aged by  Mrs.  C.  Gladys  St.  John.  The  financial  details  of  this 
program  are  explained  in  another  part  of  the  School  Report. 


Buildings  and  Grounds 

Several  improvements  to  our  school  building  were  made  this 
past  summer  and  fall.  A  ceiling  has  been  installed  in  the  kitchen 
and  work  is  in  progress  to  fire-proof  the' boiler  room.  A  recent 
survey  by  the  State  Fire  Marshal's  Office  revealed  that  certain 
safety  devices  should  be  added  to  our  boiler.  These  have  been 
completed. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  install  a  walk  in  front  of  the  school 
building.  We  went  as  far  as  we  could  go  with  the  funds  avail- 
able, and  we  hope  to  complete  the  job  this  summer  by  extend- 
ing the  walk  to  the  road  leading  to  the  plaj^ground.  Much  of  the 
original  $200  for  this  purpose  was  used  to  provide  proper  drain- 
age, involving  a  "catch-basin"  and  pipe  run-off  to  the_  brook, 
thereby  leaving  only  a  small  amount  to  construct  the  sidwalk. 

The  fire  exit  leading  from  the  upper  grade  room  to  the  ground 
is  badly  in  need  of  repair  and  the  School  Board  has  included  an 
amount  of  $75  in  its  budget  to  perform  this  work. 

We  still  have  a  very  bad  condition  on  our  playground.  The 
fall  rains  washed  away  a  large  part  of  the  fill  that  has  been 
brought  in  over  the  past  three  years,  making  a  large  part  of  our 
playground  unusable  or  exceedingly  dangerous  for  children  to 
use.  Adequate  drainage  should  be  considered  in  the  near  future 
as  well  as  a  great  deal  more  fill.  A  small  portion  of  the  play- 
ground should  be  hard-topped  with  asphalt,  or  similar  material, 
to  provide  an  outdoor  basketball  court  and  play  area.  Despite 
the  fact  the  acreage  of  the  play  area  is  comparatively  large  only 
a  small  part  of  it  can  be  used  in  its  present  condition. 

Finance 

The  School  Board's  Budget  for  1955-56  calls  for  an  appro- 
priation of  $23,702.02  an  increase  of  $815.63  over  that  of  last 
year.  The  major  increases  are  reflected  in  Teachers'  Salaries 
$525;  Transportation  $255;  New  Equipment  $93.50.  Miscel- 
laneous decreases  result  in  the  net  increase  mentioned  above. 

Elementary  tuitions  for  sending  districts  to  Francestown 
were  increased  from  $150  per  pupil  to  $175  per  pupil.  We  expect 
three  pupils  from  North  Lyndeborough  next  year  making  the 
estimated  income  $525.  Thus  it  would  appear  that  the  esti- 
mated assessment  for  1955-56  would  be  $23,177.02  an  increase 
of  $1,610.84  over  that  of  1954-55,  minus  any  balance  that  may 
exist  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  or  any  unanticipated  income. 
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Conclusion 

I  again  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  fine 
cooperation  that  has  been  extended  to  me  and  the  teaching 
staff  by  the  Francestown  School  Board,  parents  and  citizens  of 
the  town.  The  atmosphere  has  been  one  of  interest  and  con- 
geniality, thus  establishing  a  climate  for  the  best  work  of  which 
we  are  capable.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

As  School  Nurse  in  the  Francestown  School  I  made  nineteen 
visits  to  the  school  during  the  year.  The  general  health  of  the 
children  was  good,  but  there  are  many  colds  during  the  winter 
months. 

By  means  of  the  Snellon  Chart  I  tested  the  vision  of  the  chil- 
dren and  found  eleven  were  defective.  Eight  of  these  children 
received  further  care  by  private  occulists.  The  group  audio- 
meter was  used  in  testing  the  hearing  and  there  was  no  severe 
hearing  loss  demonstrated  among  the  pupils. 

Four  home  visits  were  made  during  the  year  for  conferences 
with  the  parents  about  remedial  action  to  be  taken  about  de- 
fects. There  were  numerous  small  bruises  and  cuts  to  be  treated 
with  first  aid  while  I  was  in  the  school. 

The  children  were  weighed  and  measured  three  times  during 
the  year  and  most  showed  a  satisfactory  gain.  There  were  four 
children  who  were  definitely  overweight,  and  two  underweight. 
Notes  were  sent  to  the  parents  about  all  defects. 

Dr.  Weiderhold  examined  the  children  in  October  and  found 
the  following  defects: 

Defective  teeth  9 

Enlarged  tonsils  and  glands  2 

Enlarged  tonsils  10 

Defective  posture  2 

Wax  in  ears  1 

In  June  I  met  the  children  at  the  Pre-school  Roundup  and 
nine  were  registered,  measured  and  the  vision  was  tested.

The  annual  card  party,  in  charge  of  Miss  Eunice  Patch,  en- 
abled us  to  buy  74  books,  and  with  the  Doll  Fund,  collected  on 
Labor  Day  and  given  by  the  Improvement  Society  (the  doll,  as 
usual  provided  by  Prof.  Hill),  we  bought  29  books.  Through 


state  Aid  we  received  41  books.  Mrs.  Howell  gave  us  $15  for 
books  and  another  friend,  $10.  For  special  reference  books  we 
received  again  $20  (the  tenth  year  for  this  sum),  and  the  neigh- 
bors of  Mrs.  Hubert  Blake  collected  $20  to  be  spent  for  books, 
in  memory  of  Mr.  Blake.  We  now  have  a  special  shelf  for 
Memorial  Books,  and  Mrs.  Blake  has  provided  a  brass  plate  to 
identify  the  books  memorializing  her  husband.  Mrs.  Wason 
has  added  some  books  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Cummings'  mother. 
Mrs.  Harold  Case  has  given  two  collections  of  books  in  memory 
of  her  son,  David  Kirk  Case;  and  the  Hirst  sisters,  one  in 
memory  of  their  sister  Elizabeth. 

Francis  E.  Park,  Jr.,  gave  a  signed  copy  of  his  new  book 
DEER  HUNTING.  Miss  Nora  Unwin  and  Elizabeth  Yates 
gave  a  signed  copy  of  their  book,  YOUR  PRAYERS  AND 
MINE  which  thej''  edited  and  illustrated. 

From  the  State  Library  we  borrowed  247  books,  and  from  the 
Bookmobile,  346. 

Since  March  the  Library  has  been  open  on  Wednesday,  as  it 
is  on  Saturday,  both  summer  and  winter:  2-5  afternoons;  7-9 
evenings.  All  the  school  children  come  to  the  Library  Wednes- 
day afternoon,  except  the  first  two  grades.  For  these  grades 
Miss  Clement  asked  to  have  about  20  books  sent  over  to  school 
every  other  week,  and  this  we  have  been  doing,  apparently  to 
the  great  satisfaction  of  the  youngsters.  Helpful  third-graders 
always  ask  for  the  privilege  (as  it  seems  to  be)  of  carrying  the 
box  of  books.  This  service  has  stimulated  some  of  the  pre- 
school children  to  use  the  Library  too. 

As  usual,  four  of  the  Grammar  School  children  do  all  of  the 
desk  work  while  the  various  grades  come  and  go  on  Wednes- 
days, thus  leaving  the  Librarian  free  to  scurry  around  on  as- 
sorted erands  proposed  by  young  inquiring  minds.  For  what- 
ever is  accomplished  on  these  days  the  children  should  have  full 
credit;  their  cooperative  spirit  and  willingness  to  do  any  sort  of 
errand,  their  improving  manners  and  (sometimes)  quiet  voices 
are  a  many-headed  staff  on  which  to  lean.  For  three  years  the 
Librarian  has  been  assisted  by  a  helper,  paid  from  the  Librar- 
ian's salary,  who  works  several  hours  a  week.  This  special  as- 
sistant is  chosen  each  year  from  the  eighth  grade  and  to  date 
have  been;  Judy  Mace,  Marilyn  Robinson  and  Bette  Murphy. 
They  have  been  conscientious  and  capable,  taking  their  innum- 
erable chores  seriously  and  doing  them  cheerfully.  The  Library 
is  indebted  to  them  for  their  efficient  help. 

In  January  the  Librarian  took  part  in  the  panel  discussion  at 
the  P.  T.  A.  on  the  attitude  of  adults  toward  morals  and  the 
youth  of  the  community;  and  in  May  attended  some  sessions  of 
the  annual  N.  H.  Library  Association  at  Manchester. 

In  the  spring,  as  a  result  of  a  continuous  demand  for  books 
on  stamp  collecting,  the  Librarian  organized  a  branch  of  the 
United  Nations  Stamp  Clubs  of  which  we  are  charter  members. 


Many  persons  have  contributed  stamps  to  the  club  for  which 
we  are  all  grateful. 

Also  in  the  spring  Franklin  Mace,  with  the  help  of  the  boys, 
blazed  a  very  interesting  trail  on  properties  adjoining  the  Li- 
brary premises.  It  covers  a  variety  of  land  formations  and  in- 
cludes the  brook.  The  Girl  Scouts  have  offered  to  prepare 
labels  for  the  names  of  plants,  etc.,  if  someone  will  provide  the 
information.  Miss  McLeod  has  given  sheets  of  aluminum  for 
the  labels. 

Richard  Putnam  has  been  collecting  wild  animal  skulls  which 
are  available  for  study  at  the  Library.  Mr.  Russell  Davis  of 
Greenfield  has  lent  an  exhibit  of  petrified  shark's  teeth  and  other 
curios.  Mrs.  Anna  Wagner  of  Manchester  has  given  us  pressed 
flowers  and  a  dish  which  she  recently  brought  from  Iceland. 
The  Blacks  have  sent  from  Germany  pamphlets,  cards  and  other 
items,  including  a  picture-relief  map  of  the  beautiful  region  in 
which  they  are  now  living. 

Miss  Nora  S.  Unwin,  a  world  noted  artist  of  Surrey,  England 
and  now  living  in  Peterborough,  lent  us,  in  May  and  June, 
many  of  her  prints  and  paintings,  some  of  which  had  been 
exhibited  in  Australia  and  India. 

Dr.  Haslerud,  a  professor  of  psychology  of  U.  N.  H.,  sent  us 
from  Japan  many  beautiful  cards  illustrating  the  life  of  Japan 
where  he  has  been  studying  on  a  Fulbright  scholarship.  We 
had  the  unusual  experience  of  having  a  native  of  Japan  enjoy 
these  same  pictures  here  in  our  Library.  Miss  Momoko  Ishii 
of  Tokyo  is  studying  in  the  U.  S.  with  a  Rockefeller  scholarship 
and  came  here  with  Mrs.  Bertha  Miller,  president  of  the  Horn 
Book  Magazine.  Miss  Ishii  has  translated  many  books  from 
English  into  Japanese  and  enjoyed  visiting  the  school  here 
where  she  wrote  her  name  in  Japanese  characters  and  explained 
the  meaning  and  symbolism  of  the  syllables;  for  the  primary 
children  she  quickly  folded  several  objects  from  colored  paper 
which  amused  the  youngsters. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Orton  Jones  also  made  a  special  visit  to  the 
Library.  She  is  the  author  and  illustrator  of  several  books  for 
children;  she  and  Miss  Unwin  made  the  beautiful  murals  at  the 
Crippled  Children's  Hospital  where  Miss  Jones  also  spends 
much  of  her  time  in  telling  stories.  The  December  Horn  Book 
has  an  interesting  article  on  a  Christmas  play  given  by  her  with 
the  crippled  children. 

Hurricane  Carol  wrecked  the  power  line  near  the  Library,  but 
we  carried  on  with  flashlights  and  candles  in  a  way  that  pleased 
the  children  and  provided  a  colonial  atmosphere  for  adults. 

The  Little  League  Champions  of  this  town  won  two  fine 
trophies  which  are  being  exhibited  with  an  interesting  and  well 
illustrated  scrapbook  prepared  by  Judy  Mace. 

Elizabeth  Yates  of  Peterborough,  who  has  done  so  much  for 
this  Library,  last  winter  offered  to  sponsor  an  egg-hunting  con- 


test  to  remove  obnoxious  insects,  to  be  carried  on  by  the  Gram- 
mar School  children.  Mr.  Morgan,  the  teacher,  was  most  co- 
operative and  made  of  the  contest  a  fine  example  in  civic  im- 
provement, observation  and  conservation.  Nature  books  pro- 
vided by  the  sponsor  were  awarded  to  the  winners  one  morning 
at  school  by  the  Librarian:  to  Marilyn  Robinson,  the  most 
aggressive  hunter  among  the  girls,  and  to  the  team  of  Richard 
Putnam  &  Gene  Clark  among  the  boys.  We  hope  the  searching 
will  continue  even  without  prizes. 

For  Labor  Day  we  had  an  exhibit  of  paintings  by  Mrs,  Bar- 
bara Roberts  of  Manchester.  Mrs.  Arnold  Bailey  took  charge  of 
the  Historical  Rooms  and  prepared  a  special  exhibit  of  kitchen 
antiques  including  recipe  books  which  have  since  been  used. 

The  Clipper  Ship  which  has  been  lent  by  Mrs.  Dana  Hill  was 
in  need  of  repairs  and  Mr.  John  Colclough,  who  summers  in 
Deering,  volunteered  to  do  the  work,  returning  the  ship  from 
its  temporary  dry  dock  and  in  fine  shape  in  spite  of  Hurricane 
Edna.  (The  "girls"  have  been  cutting  up  this  year.)  This 
Clipper  is  guided  by  a  tiny  but  real  compass. 

The  Improvement  Society  gave  a  new  floor  lamp  for  the 
Historical  Rooms,  and  Carl  Freese  gave  a  bound  copy  of  his 
history  of  the  town  (especially  as  it  relates  to  Lady  Frances 
Wentworth)  to  our  archives.  The  paper  was  first  read  at  a 
meeting  in  New  Haven,  Conn.  Also  added  to  our  historical 
collection  is  a  picture  of  the  Academy  Class  of  1883,  given  by 
Mrs.  Goodwin  of  Mont  Vernon,  along  with  a  history  of  the 
class,  written  by  Mrs.  Goodwin's  aunt,  Clara  Blood  Kendall. 
Miss  Eunice  Patch  has  given  a  Lyceum  paper  written  by  Hen- 
rietta A.  Downes,  aunt  of  Mrs.  Bertha  D.  Williams. 

The  Library  has  on  display  "before  and  after"  pictures  of  the 
Town  Hall  planting  sponsored  by  our  Improvement  Society 
through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Granville  Evans.  The  Society  re- 
ceived a  plaque  for  its  accomplishment  and  hopes  that  the 
Library  and  other  sections  of  the  village  will  join  in  promoting 
continuous  roadside  attractiveness.  This  movement  is  shared 
by  more  than  a  dozen  state  organizations  and  several  of  the 
towns  near  us  are  winning  prizes.  The  1954  Report  is  stimulating 
reading,  and  available  to  all. 

During  the  past  two  years  we  have  had  visitors  from  more 
than  26  towns  and  citi^es  in  this  State  (we  sometimes  forget  to 
register  them),  and  from  at  least  15  other  States,  as  well  as  from 
Germany,  France  and  Japan.
